—Some  days  ago  the  subdeltoid  of  the  Gloria 
parish  found  seven  notes  of  100$  in  one  ol  the 
pipes  of  the  City  Improvements  Co.  We  arc  told 
that  other  notes  of  thi-  Banco  Eunssor  de  Peniam- 
buco  were  found  at  the  Uotafogo  outlet  in  the 
sewage.     What's  the  matter? 

—The  director  of  lhe  Mint  has  joined  the  Batal- 
hao  Patriotico  Tiradcntes,  which,  as  all  the  world 
knows,  is  commanded  by  Lhe  gallant  Col.  Sampaio 
Fcroi.  The  learned  disciple  of  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin  will  doubtless  establish  a  eemieio  ttgneola  to 
teach  the  battalion  to  phi  tt  tar  batatas. 

—On  the  17th  the  steamer  Stpetiba  entered  ihU 
port  flying  the  imperial  flay.  The  commander  ol 
ironclad  Bahia  sent  a  boat  lo  ask  for  an  explanation, 
and  the  master  of  the  Sipettlhi  declared  that  at 
Angra  dos  Rets  he  had  been  informed  that  the 
monarcliy  was  re-established  in  Brazil. 

—Alter  a  long  interview  with  the  minister  of 
justice,  the  editor-in-chief  of  the  newspaper  tfrasi! 
came  lo  the  ;onclusi.m  thai  he  had  m>  guarantee  that 
his  journal  would  mil  share  the  (uteol  the  Tribunu, 
Intpioisa  and  other  victims  of  political  enthusiasm, 
and  prudently  decided  to  suspend  publication. 
This  is  the  third  time  the  Hniztl  has  suspended  on 
this  plea. 

—The  officers  of  the  1st,  7th,  10th,  22nd,  23rd, 
nnd  24th  battalions  .>!  infantry  held  a  meeting  mi 
the  17th  nnd  protested  against  the  report  that  the 
troops  belonging  to  their  commands  are  favorable 
to  the  restoration  of  the  monarchy.  They  declare 
that  the  present,  or  any  other  government  can 
count  on  them  for  maintaining  order  and  upholding 
the  republic. 

—  While  we  have  the  heartiest  sympathy  with  the 
efforts  of  the  police  to  clear  the  Rua  da  Alfandega 
of  curb-stone  brokers,  we  cannot  conscientiously 
approve  the  idiotic  manner  in  which  it  is  being  done. 
The  chief  object  or  the  policeman  seems  to  be  lo 
annoy  business  men,  who  are  not  permitted  to 
slop  long  enough  to  say  "  how  are  you  ?  "  By  all 
means  let  the  speculators  and  loafers  be  driven  out, 
but  let  it  be  done  by  men  with  sense  enough  not  to 
meddle  with  honest  business  men  who  have  a  right 
to  be  there  I  The  police  need  not  be  offensive  in 
order  to  enforce  a  regulation. 

—We  are  informed  that  several  cases  of  highway 
robbery  have  occurred  recently  in  the  square  near 
the  ferry  station,  the  victims  being  sea  captains, 
and  their  assailants  being  sailors'  boarding  -house 
runners  One  captain  was  knocked  down  a  few 
nights  ago  by  four  of  these  men  and  robbed.  It  is 
incredible  that  so  shameless  a  state  of  things 
should  be  permitted  to  exist  in  a  city  like  Kio  dc 
Janeiro.  The  fact  that  this  square,  through  which 
so  many  people  pass  to  and  from  the  ferry-boats  at 
night,  is  infested  at  night  by  gangs  of  desperate 
and  disorderly  characters,  seems  to  be  a  sufficient 
reason  for  the  police  to  avoid  the  place.  '1  he  rob- 
beries are  therefore  carried  out  with  impunity. 
We  must  call  the  attention  of  the  police  to  this 
most  discreditable  state  of  afTairs  and  insist  that  a 
sufficient  force  We  kept  in  the  Praca  D.  Pedro  1 1. 
to  give  security  to  those  passing  through  the  place 
at  night.
